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Are you a car enthusiast? Do you like Falcons in 
particular? Or maybe you'd simply enjoy spending a fall 
afternoon strolling around downtown Redwood City and 
checking out a number of Falcons owned by local residents 
that are going to be on display. 

The Golden Gate Chapter of the Falcon Club of America 
is hosting the 24th annual Pacific Regional Show on 
Saturday, October 11. The event will be held on Main Street 
between Broadway and Middlefield streets. 

“| think it’s good to bring people downtown, bring 
awareness of car collection and Falcons in general,’ said 
Paul Gluck, secretary/treasurer for the Golden Gate 
Chapter. 

People can spend the entire day not only looking at the 
cars but also eating lunch and/or dinner downtown and 
shopping, Gluck pointed out. “It’s going to be in downtown 
Redwood City, and Redwood City has a big shopping 
district,’ he said. 

Gluck noted that Falcons “are relatively easy to find. 
They're relatively inexpensive, compared to Chevrolets. 
They are very customized. Whatever you like in a hot rod, 
the Falcon can pretty much do it. There are many types and 
sizes.” 

All Ford Falcons built between 1960 and 1970 and 
Mercury Comets made between 1960 and 1965 are 
welcome to participate in1.he event, according to Gluck. 
Ford Falcon vans—which were built between 1961 and 
1967 and are similar to the Ford Econoline vans—are also 
allowed. 

There are 13 categories Falcon owners can put their cars 
in, according to Gluck. “It’s not just one specific car you'll be 
looking at,” he explained. 

Gluck is showing two of his cars, a Ford Ranchero and 
a Sedan Delivery Wagon. “It’s basically a station wagon 
without windows,’ he said of the Sedan Delivery Wagon. 
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He noted, “I enjoy seeing cars. I’m very much looking 
forward to looking at what other people bring out” 

Categories will be broken down by type of car and 
year. There will also be a Diamond in the Rough category. 
Trophies will be given to the winners in each category. 

The event will feature live music and voting. The public 
will be able to vote for the cars they like the most, with the 
exception of the Ford Falcon vans, according to Gluck. They 
will be on display only and the public won't be able to vote 
on them. 

“We don't know how many of those we're going to get 
at this point, but you won't be able to vote for those for 
best of show,’ Gluck said. 

Most people in the club are bringing two cars to show, 
Gluck explained. He said he is expecting about 100 cars to 
be showcased. 

Bob Snider, a member of the Golden Gate Chapter, is 
bringing his 1962 Sedan Delivery to the event. “I hope they 
develop a love of old cars, Falcons in particular,’ he said. 

The show will be followed by an awards banquet at 
the recently renovated San Mateo Holiday Inn, which has 
special rates for show attendees. 

This is the first time the event is being held in Redwood 
City, according to Gluck. He said if the event goes well, it 
may be held in Redwood City again next year. 

How is the show funded? The cost of running the event 
is being covered by exhibitor fees. Exhibitors pay $30 for 
the first car and $25 for each additional car. 

The money from exhibitors is not a revenue generator, 
it simply covers the basic operation costs, for example, the 
cost of hiring the bands and security and renting port-a- 
potties, Gluck said. 

“Last time we did it, we broke even,’ he said. “We're 
totally fine to break even. We just hope it will be a break- 
even thing.’ 
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Gluck said he made a donation to the event 
under his dogs name, Queen Isabella. Another 
club member also made a donation under his dog 
Snicker’s name. 

The event will hopefully increase awareness of not 
only Falcons, but also the chapter itself, Gluck said. 
“We're definitely hoping to get some members out of 
this,” he said. 

Sponsors of the event include Ralph’s Vacuum 
& Sewing Center, San Leandro Auto BMW, Towne 
Ford, the Downtown Business Group, El Centro 
de Libertad, Veterans Helping Veterans and the 
Columbia River Falcon Club. 

“It will bring some attention to Main Street, so 
this will be good,’ said Ralph Garcia, owner of Ralph's 
Vacuum & Sewing Center. 

Dave Alexander, owner/operator of San Leandro 
Auto BMW and a member of the Golden Gate 
Chapter of the Falcon Club of America, decided to 
become a sponsor of the event after reading about 
it in the club’s newsletter, he said. It is his first time 
sponsoring the event. 

“I'm just helping out the club with it. That’s my 
main reason for sponsoring,’ he said. “I just hope 
the money we donate will put on a good event for 
everyone and help cover the expenses. At least | 
could help them with sponsorship money. Hopefully 
everybody will have a good time. It will be a good 
turnout and a fun event”

A few of 
them were outfitted with Olds or Caddy 
engines, moonshine tanks and other 
assorted gear that went with the era. 

The other cars were at the Georgia 
Racing Hall of Fame and all Fords were 
parked around the Middle School. 

All around me were Thunderbolts, 
Starliners, Galaxies, and several other 
Falcons—many of whom were owned by Southeast Chapter 
and other FCA members!

one-man campaign of “This Place 
Matters,’ which showed his pride 
of living in the Northern reaches of 
New York state.

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Classic cars, pottery studio, 
barn destroyed in Rensselaer 
Falls fire; cause undetermined

RENSSELAER FALLS -- A fire early Sunday morning 
destroyed a barn in the village and its contents, 
including several classic cars and a pottery studio. 

Kyle and Sally Hartman, owners of the barn with Mary 
Sanders, were clearly distraught but both said they were 
grateful no one was hurt and that fire didn’t spread to 
neighboring properties. 

“It was Sally's birthday and we were at camp” in 
Russell, Kyle said. They got the bad news in a phone 
call there at about 2:30 a.m., an hour after neighbors 
reported the fire to firefighters. 

The cause of the fire is unclear, the Hartmans said. 
“They ruled out the electric service,’ Kyle said of fire 
investigators’ search for the source. Speculation centered 
around a 1995 BMW Kyle and his son David were 
restoring. 

“It was the only thing that was energized,’ Kyle said, 
referring to the battery in it, “so the fire investigators 
couldn't rule it out. It looked like the fire could have been 
generated near there” 

He said he was also concerned about a bonfire that 
neighbors had going across Birch Street from the barn, 
“but the wind was blowing the wrong way’ for it to have 
started the barn blaze, he said. 

In the barn were several cars, including a couple of his 
father’s projects, such as a 1937 English Austin. Helping 
to feed the fire were two drums of oil and welding tanks, 
“so there were a couple of explosions,’ he said. 

“He bought it back in 1945,” Kyle said of his late father 
and a planned restoration project. “It was on his bucket 
list, and then it was on my bucket list.” İn addition to 
the Austin and BMW, lost were a 1957 Ford convertible 
“really in pristine condition,’ Sally said, a 1973 Fiat 
convertible, and a van, along with Sally's pottery studio 
and four kilns. 

Without insurance, “it was a total loss for Sally and me,’ 
Kyle said. “It’s so hard to get insurance,’ he said. 

Kyle and Sally Hartman are artists and antique 
collectors and dealers. Kyle has amassed a huge 
collection of doors, windows, and other building parts 
that he sells to builders for restorations. All that is kept 
in another barn, so none of that was damaged. And their 
Front Street house, while nearby, was not near enough 
to be threatened by the fire.
